and property of Chinese subjects. A 
long discussion ensued, in which all of 
members of the committee 
took part. The Republican members 
voted for postponement and with the 
aid of two Democratic votes, those of 
Messrs. Belmont and Worthington, 
succeeded in carrying their point. It 
Was urged thst it would be illogical to 
consider a report on the Morrow bill 
which looked only to an infraction of 
treaty obligations when the committee 
would be called upon afterwards to 
consider Mr. Henley’s bill in which was 
propesed the abrogation of the treaty 
in ite entirety. 

The Republicans also spoke in the 
interest of Secretary Bayerd's diplo- 
macy, which Mr. Phelps said the Dem- 
ocrats seemed rather to ignore or de- 
spise. He was now left to make a 
settlement with a foreign power in a 
matter of the greatest delicacy—to sat- 
isfy China for the murder of some 
scores of her citizens. To propose now 
any legisiation not calculated to appease 


, the Chinese miad would only add fresh 


complications to the treatment of the 
main subject at the State Department. 
The legislation proposed was not cal- 
culated to indace the Chinese 
govermment to accept measures of com- 
promise and fair redress, but were 
measures which would certainly aggra- 
vate the feeling of animosity and hos- 
tility which already existed. Under 
these circumstances it was thought to 
be unjast to the Secretary of State that 
these measures should be taken up 
until the hands of the Secretary were 
loosed by the accomplishment of some- 
thing in the direction of satisfying the 
claims of indemnity which there had 
been presented.

and United States Telegraph Companies 
to reconstruct or remove their lines, and 
it was also stipulated that the roads 
might contract with the telegraph com- 
panies and authorize them to establish 


telegraph lines for the public accommo- 
dation, and the use of the roads in lieu 


now incinded the Overland, Pacific, 
California State and United States Tele- 
graph Companies, The United States 
Company, as absorbed by the Western 
Usion, had included the United 
States Telegraph Company,  In- 
dependent Telegraph Company and 
Iniand Extension Telegraph Com- 
pany. Therefore, the Western Union 
wires ran over the Pacific roads 
not by the company’s consent, but by, 
its right under the act of Congress. 
There was no doubt that the Pacific 
railways were bound to take messeges 
from all companies, nor was theré any 
doubt that they were © ag more to do it. 
Their Superizaent, Dickey, was in 


that the railroad companies were al- 
ways ready to take any message offered 
by a competing line. The company, 
he said, that figured largest in this in- 
vestigation had nota wire within four 
hundred miles of the Pacific roads. 
The whole object of this was to attack the 
Western Union, a company that bad 
raised money and built the overland 
wires intime of war, when nobody else 
would undertake it. 
Mr. Dougherty said it had been com- 
plained that the Western Union dis- 
criminated against the other companies, 
and that it was a monopoly. 
Mr. Green replied that it was a ques- 
tion of law and the Western Union had 
nothing to do with it. The railroads 
were at liberty to take anybody's basi- 
ness. If the opposition companies took 
business for points they did not reach 
and transferred that business to the 
Western Union, necessitating two dates, 
the Western Union charged them for the 
second date. They did that in the case 
of individuals as well. In the matter 
of rates, the Western Union did not 
propose to allow those opposition com— 
panies that did one tenth of the telegraph 
business to control the price of the 
other nioe-tenths. He would say 
frankly that Western Union had pat up 
the Mutual Union to compete with the 
opposition companies in cheap rates, 
but it was a remarkable fact that the 
public was not so anxions for cheap 
service as for good service. Western 
Union now rogretted that it bad not 
allowed the postal telegraph bill to 
pass a few years ago because it would 
have-been like the rest. It would have 
done no business, 

At this point the hearing was post- 
poned until to-morrow.

Mayor Spenre returned to 
_the Council with his veto the or- 
dinance reducing the price of gas from 
$3.50 to $2.50 per thousand feet, on ac- 
count of representations made to him, 
ostensibly by the Gas Company, though 
not so stated. The Mayor favors a 
farther investigation by the Council, 
and promises his signature to the 
ordinance if the reduction proves just. 
Councilman Breed, who bas individ- 
ually investigated the subject, submite 
these figures as to the cost of manufac- 
ture,-with coal at $10 a ton, which he 
assumes is the price paid by the Los

same method of calculation is reduced 
to 90 cents per thousand feet. Mr. 
Breed allows, therefore, that the cost 
of prodocing gas in Los Angeles is 20 

cents per thousand feet more than in 
San Francisco. But the rate charged 
in San Francisco ia $2, as against $3 50 
in Los Angeles. This seems like too 
great a discrepancy. It would also 
seem that, at $2.50, the price fixed by 
the Council, there is a very respectable 
margin of profit—$1.40 on each thous- 
sand feet. With the large consumption 
in Los Angeles, despite the elec- 


tric lights, it would seem®to a man up 


a lamp-post as though that percentage 
ought to pay handsome interest on the
